The week, although
unusually unfavorable for racing, 1»9 been a bril¬
liant success, and in spite of cheerless weather and
. heavy track the Jockey Club had added a very
Interesting chapter to tlie annals of the American
turf. TUe attendance on some days was not cs
Urge as that which generally patronizes the meet¬
ings of the Club, but has always been select; and
there may be said of the week.what very
rarely applies to ocoaslons of this kind.that
It has afforded a season of capital diversion without

. solitary Incident of annoyance to tho most fastidi¬
ous. Indeed, the most elegant and precisc of New
York society have each day enjoyed an entertain¬
ment as freo from dlsturDlng elements as an opera.
Not a cose of intoxication or of disorderly conduct
Has occurred on the grounds, the stand has been
kept clear of all improper characters, tlic races have
been conducted with precision and dignity, and
each day has only witnessed a brilliant array of
fashion, elaborate equipages, magn lucent running
and general satisfaction.

The list of entries Includes many of our best
horses, some of which by their extended reputation
gave importance to the meeting throughout tho
country. Putrons of the turf wcro present Irom all
sections of tho L'ulon, and the names of the winning
horses give a good idea or the character of tin
stables at the course.

car being crowded to its utmost capacity, ami at
one o clock the Park presented one or the most ani¬
mated scenes or tho season. The eartli being very
wet inosc ol tho poopie remained tn the immediate
viomlty ot tho (.rand Stand and the Clubhouse,forming dense masses of spectators, while the knolls
ouiside tho inner grounds wcro occupied by
an equally largo concourse or spectators.
Tho sun dispersed the clouds shortly " alter
noon, wanning tho damp aud cluliiug air
very considerably, and before the close or the day's
sport the little valley had become quite plea-ant,
although a rold b ast now aud then swept down
from the hills and rendered ovcrcnats and wrappers
necessary all the alternoon. The attendance or the
